In fact 
it Is very light considering that we 
have had almost two weeks of fairly 
good weather in tho winter wheat 
country, sufficiently no to permit field 
operations, and we find primary re- 
ceipts are not, large In any winter 
whqnt market, certainly less' 
than 


has been so freely predicted. 
If the 


movement was" • burdensome cash 
wheat would not still be commanding 
a premium everywhere. 
The bulk 


of good wheat that Is being offered 
Is going to millers, and the primary 
markets are getting the poor stuff, 
which Is shown by the small amount 
of contract wheat In the dolly arriv- 
als here. 
During the past six days 


Chicago has received 1,032 cars _of 
winter wheat, of which only .51 cars 
graded No. 2 Red. 
This Is riot very 


encouraging for the shorts in July 
wheat who for almost two months 
have been talking about the big run 
of new wheat that we would have be- 
fore'thls time, and of course, tho bulk 
of it /according to their predictions, 
was going to be contract wheat.. I 
know that as a rule a poor 
of grain.Is not a bull argument, ow- 
ing to the'large discount nt which II 
must usually be sold, but the present 
Is, I think, nn exception to the rule 
for the reason, I believe, only the 
first movement will be of poor quail 
ty, and will be very small.
